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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to the arguments regarding the 
combination of Santo/Reisfeld/ Cornwell, it is known in the art that UV radiation generates ozone that can disinfect objects by killing living 
organism such as molds, bacteria, and viruses while photocatalytic activity from UV radiation on Ti02 can decompose organics. Therefore, 
the UV lamps 22 and 22 of Reisfeld that are coated with Ti02 are able to emit UV radiation, hence producing ozone. Moreover, Corwell 
teaches a catalyzer that can break down ozone. It should be noted that the photocatalyst of Reisfeld coated on the UV lamps which is Ti02 
is different from the catalyzer of Corwell which is an ozone destroying agent. Furthermore, the combined teachng of Sano/Reisfeld/Cornwell 
includes all structural limitations that are substantially identical to claims 1 and 11. The amended claim 6 is acknowledged and the objection 
to claim 6 will be withdrwn. 
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
